79 Billions Planned 
For Truman Budget 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 30 (U.R)— President Truman plans 
to send a fiscal 1054 budget of about 79 billion dollars to the 
new Republican congress next we9k. 

The budget, covering the 12, months beginning next July 

will estimate federal revenues at about 69 billion dollars, 
the sanio as tho current fiscal year. 

If cotigrCBS were to approve Mr. Truman'a opending pro- 
gram in full and leave taxes as they are, the government's 
deficit for fiscal 1954 would 
bo in the neighborhood of 10 
billion dollars. 

Spending for tho I0S3 fiscal year, 
now about half oi'er. Is expected to 
total atiout 7& billion dollars. That 
would run tlie government about 
six billion dollars in the rwl.

RepubUcan leaders of the Incom- 
Ipjf B3rd" congress already have an* 
nounced their intention of cutting 
next ycar'a spending figure to 
something like 70 billion, which 
would bring » balanced budget with- 
in alght. They also have declared 
the budget mtut be balanced belore 
taxes are cut, 

Tho incoming Elsenhower admln- 
Istiallotv mo.y submit specific ricom- 
mcndatlons to cehgrcss for trim- 
ming government expenditures pro- 
posed In tlie Truman budget. Presi- 
dent - Elect EUenhower'a budget 
scout, Joseph M. Dodge, haa been 
watching the budget-making pro- 
cess flrat-hnnd for almost seven 
weeks, but ho has given no hint of 
tho new administration's feelings 
about Uie total.

Power Supply 

(mn Pui ob«> 
and In the future will need a greater 
pixiportlon of the natlon'a power 
than at prtjenL It estimated the 
region may require about SSO billion 
kllowatt-houra n year by 1973 aim- 
pared to only- 100 billion lut year. 

Even If all potential hydro-olsc- 
trlc sites are dei*eIoped fully, ft aaW, 
by 10T9 the west will bO' able to 
generate only 30 per cent of Its 
power requirements from falling 
water and will have to rely on coal 
tor about 31 per cent. Oil and ffas 
likely will supply fuel for only eight 
per cent. 

In contrast, the west now gener- 
ates about SI per cent of Its power 
from talUng water and the remaind- 
er trom fuels. 

The bureau said the cheapest way 
to get the energy ot weatem coal 
deposits to big power consuming 
centera would be to convert tho 
coal'a energy to electricity at the 
mouth' of coal mines. 

The atudy said the Pacific liorth- 
WMt, Calltomla, Texas, LouIslan;i, 
Minnesota and Iowa probably will 
be power-shortage areas by 1075. 

It said additional power can be 
supplied for these areas from tlie 
coal deposits In the Rocky moun- 
tain area ot esatem Utah, Wyoming, 
Colorado antt New Mexico; from 
lignite In Korth Dakota, eastet^ 
Montana and Bouth Ehikota, and 
from conl In western Iowa, Mis- 
souri and Oklahoma.

He has said many times that he does 
not plan the mass sncJclng or present govem- 
ment workers io make room lor Republicans. 
He thinks that the present nring process is 
. one of the most costly and cumbersome opera- 
tions of the government and should be over- 
hauled. J , . 

This opinion is shared by all students ol 
nubile administration. 

When Ike set up his special committee 
to streamline government functions, he told 
the members to give this matter No. 1 prior- 
ity. Members of the group are his brother Mil- 
ton Elsenhower. Arthur B. Flemming and Nel- 
son RocltofeUer. They have all had wide ex- 
jjErience in government work and are Inform- 
ed students on the subject. 

It Is believed that s^ipie ol the committee's 
recommendations will be able to be put into 
effect by presidential order as soon as IJte 
"is sworn" Into thVJbb:"THU"-^vm holp. but not 
eliminate the trouble. 

According to present U. 8. civil asrvice 
commission oflldals.' the law, pafUcularly 
AS it alfecta veterans, will have to be changed

Oottwald 
will Inevitably be tried on the same charges which 
aent 11 of his former esteemed comrades to the 
gollows," the Voice declared. 

It the staltf department has lis facts straljjht— and 
it Is difficult to imagine that such a broadcast would 
be prepared unlc.ia the department were pretty aure 
of its Information— the myth of omnipotence care- 
fully nourished by the. comfounliU. will be rudely 
ahattered among the Csechs who hear abom the 
Voice of America broadcast. The sensaUonal news 
cannot be presented by the purgers as a sudden 
discovery of trcanonable acUvlty because it will al- 
rcadj- have been exposed ijy ibo United Blaies as 
port of a carefully-prepared plot. The Americans' 
advance notice that the charges are being cooked up 
in the Kremlin will serve to dlipel any lingering 
doubts In Csechoslovakla about the final power of 
Moscow over Its satellites. 

The Kremlin, ot course, will be violently disturbed 
because this countr>- obtained such secrets. Ruthless 
elforls no doubt will be directed to tracing the 
sources ot InlOTmnion. But there li not much Mos- 
cow can do about It except call off the Gottwald 
purge to prove America was wrong— which would 
leave its puppet government In a precarious condition 
or go ahead with plans already exposed for what they 
are— Lewiaton Tribune.

The loul rule h nomelhliig ol an 
enlgnm In bvikclbnll nile-mnklnR 
circles lodajr. It all stjirted a few 
yean back when tho rule makers 
felt the leading team needed some 
kind ot protection In tho last two 
minutes ot play, when the trailing 
team usunJiy mihes the baJJ tryJnff 
(o gel possession. 

One of the tlrat thlngn that 
out was the rule that gave the 
fouled team a shot then posscvlon 
of the ball out of bound!) nftenrards 
If the foul was committed In the 
last two mtnutea aC play. 

That was a couple ot years ofto. 
Rule makers felt that fouls would 
.be cut down tn the final minutes 
because a team trailing by one or 
two points wouldn't' take a chance 
on toullng, havlnit^the mnrfiln Jump 
and still give their opponents tho 
balU 

On paper the rule looked good; In 
'prtcUcB lt was Bomelhlhg else. 

There was one state high achool 
championship game when the toul 
rule worked Just opposite than tho 
way It was Intended. 

In this case t<am A hod led Its 
opDonents through most ot the game 
Blthpugh the score was close. The 
game came to the final tlva seconds 
of play with team "A lending by two 
points and In possc.ulon ot the bnll. 
Then two plaj'crs .met hendlong 
flghUng for tho boll. It yas a cose 
where tho referee could have called 
K doublo loul, or named either ot 
the players. Ho called It on the of- 
fenalve plnycr. The touled player 
on team B made the shot, cutUnir 
the lead to one point and still giving 
his team possession ot tho ball 
which It had not earned.

A touled player In the final three 
minutes now gets two shots regnrd- 
leu of where the foul Is committed, 
but he must take both his shots, 
ellmlnatJnc the- choice of waiving 
the shot for possession of the ball. 

Not only that BUT during the 
first port of tho game there Is a 
one and one nile on fouls. On this 
rule when a player Is fouled at any 
time except when taking a ahot 
(which la sUU an automatic two 
shots) he gets ono shot, but If he 
misses he then gcta another try.

Education Cost Woes, Teacher 
Aid Pose Legislature Problems 



BOISE, Dec. 30 (^Public, school 
education— Ita financial n-oes, teach- 
er' ahortdsca and reorgahliatlon pro- 
gram—has tjeen the center of con- 
troversy In nearly every ecsslon ot 
the Idaho legislature since the IHB 
special aesslon. 

But many of the conlrovcralea 
which atlrred paat Ksslona aectn to 
have been , Ironed out by Interim 
committees- and advisory poupt In 
the past years. Education will come 
In for plenty at consideration by 
the lSi3 seaalon, but the knockdomi 
battle ot past years la not likely, 

Platforma of both partlea en- 
dorsed Increased appropriations for 
the minimum education program, 
and the Interim committee's report 
favoring retention ot the teacher 
retirement program an a funded 
reser^'e .basis and appropriating 
enough to pay the slate's obliga- 
tions tor past years Is expecUd to 
dissipate much at tho oppMJtlon to 
that program. Both party platforms 
backed adequate appropriations fur 
teachers retirement. 

The lawmakers answering an As- 
eoctatcd Prcia (jueatlonnalre Indi- 
cated they Iftvor higher appropria- 
tions tor state school aid. 

The Interim committee, headed 
by Sen. W. H. Detweller. R., Jerome, 
considered one ot the lOJl session's 
most bftCer opponents of the teach- 
er retirement program, recommend- 
ed an appropriation ot 11,601,913 to 
bring the fund current throush tlie 



next blennlum. Also recommended 
were five minor amendments. 

The governor's advisory committee 
an education recommended an In- 
crease ot two million dollars « year 
In the state's ahSre of the minimum 
prograni. It would be distributed 
through a revision of the.mlnhnum 
salary apportionment schedule. 

The unified education council, 
representing ' the Idaho Education 
association, Idaho Parent-Teachfrs 
conRress and Idaho T^tees asso- 
daUon, said because of Increued 
valuation more local districts and 
counties wi'lll be able to meet their 
full share ot the minimum program 
and the proposed minimum salary 
schedule would fall short ot pro- 
viding an additional two million dol- 
lars Irom state aid. 

It niggested that the. classroom 
unit size.'ln computing the minimum 
program, abo be reduced, saying 
tlila voiM permit use of the lull 
two million Increase U be allocated 
to public schools. 

The unified education council atid 
state boitrd ot education have come 
out with proposed Icglslstlve pro- 
grams, many ot parta ot which are 
In aceond. 

Both urged tn creased appropria- 
tions tor the minimum eduetilon 
program, also endorsed by the gov- 
ernor's adi'ljory committee ar.i 
Gov. Ixn Jordan himself In a meet- 
ing ot Idaho business leaders, and 
appropriations to the teacher rc- 



tlrem^t fund to dUchotsa the 
state's past obligations. 

Tl» state board and unified cdU' 
cation council each recommended 
speeding up machinery for appor- 
tioning stale school funds thinugh 
counties to districts, an Increase In 
school district bonding Umlts and 
cctnpulsory health examinations for 
all public school employes, now re- 
quired of teachers and "bus drivers. 

The state board also recommend- 
ed esUbllstunent of a commUslon 
to rewrite all school hiws, legalisa- 
tion of sinking- funds for school 
building purposes, continuation of 
the curriculum development pro- 
gram, revision ot the transporta- 
tion formula to permit use of more 
current figures In determining" casta 
to the state, and allowing a maxi- 
mum ot tas a month per child for 
payment of board and room In lieu 
of transportation costs In cases of 
extreme isolation. 

The unified education council 
osked that budget hearings be per- 
mitted In place ot presently re- 
quired special tax elections and that 
standards lor- teacher certification 
bo maintained. 

The _80vernor*B advisory commit- 
tee also suggested that tho legisla- 
ture appoint an Interim committee 
to study the. transportation pro- 
smm and recommend a suitable 
formula 'to bo used In the mini- 
mum program. It also susgestcd 
that school districts be permitted to 
cconomlre by ellmlnaUng publlsh- 
ins ol Itemized tlnanclol sUtcmeots 
and subsUtutlng a consolidated 
statement.
